Wherin are ſuch & ſo many notable,rare,pleaſant, 
profitable and precious things(meaning one with an other) 
as neuer were yet ſet footth in any volume in our yulgaror 
Engliſh tongue, nay diuers of them were neuer hethertoo 
printed, nor written, that euer I knew: but oncly that I writ 
them at ſuch time as I heard them credibly reported. Thin- 
king them ſuch rare things, as was worthy to be regeſtred. 
Marry I mult confeſſe, I haue ſele ted and picked a great fort 
out of Latine Writers, the Authors or Writers whereof, [ 
haue named moſt commonly at the ende of the ſame. And 
ſome notable and precious things I gathered out of ſome 
olde Engliſh written bookes, and ſome alſo not long ſince 
rinted,vnworthy to be hid, and great pitty but they thould 
be knowne : which purpoſely I haue placed herein, where- 
by I thinke verely, many will reade them, heare them and 
haue profit by them, that otherwiſe ſhould neuer haue kno- 
wen them.

haue taken it, as welby venome taken at the mouth, as by biting 
of venomous Moꝝmes, mhich are fullot popſon, It dothtruely 
a marucilous and a manifeſt woꝛke, unte them that haue dzonke 
water ſtanding in a ſtinking Lake: being infected with Beaſtes 
dz varment, which are ful of poyſon, and being ſwolne imme diat · 
ly after they had ddonke it: by taking of this Stone two o three 
times, they were remedied, as I haue haue ſeene them after. t. 
In Peſtilent Feuers J haue giuen it many times, and ſure ly 
it doth extinguiſh and kill che mallice of them, which is the pꝛin ;

ſes . Aud alchough he doth take away the cauſe, and doth withe 
dawe the putrikaction. And it he dae not extinguiſh and take as 
way the mallice, che cure is neuer at an end.

And where there is certaine 
ſpots in the bady like to flza bitinges, which doe appeare in the 
like Feuers, the Beſaar Stone of our Indpans, doth make mar⸗ 
uclous effects . Of thoſc which they haue bꝛought mee, J haue 
ſpent the moſt parte, giuing them in the like dileaſes, and ſurely 
it hath remedied many with maruclous ſucceſſe, # in that which 
ſome of them haue beae ſpent by me, hath bene in ſwoundinges: 
and ſurcly I haut ſene in th:ſe Stones the eſferts ſo great, that 
it ſeemeth a thing of wonder. And eſpeciallu x haue ſernt theſe 
cauſes mozc remedied in women, then inmen it is a matucileus

It you mixe with this equall poꝛtion of the iuyce of Germander,, 
and puts thereof into the eare thice o fower dꝛops, fower times 
in the day, then it helpes and cures al deafnes:of what cauſe ſoe⸗ 
uer it comes. TUatring epes and bleared epes it doth cure, clari⸗ 
ſte, reſtraine and comfoztes: if you waſh them therewith twiſe oz 
thiiſe All Impoſtumes, Ulcers, and all other ſuperfluities it 
doth reſtraine, cure, and rectiſie. And it is a thing moze repercuſ⸗ 
ſiue and conſumptiue againſt colde humozs, chen the Saphpze oz 
Plantepn , All papnes of the teeth, oz running humo2s, it doch 
helpe,reſtraine,foxtifie; and it makes the teeth white, it therwith 
vou doe waſh.the rootes of the teeth .
